OPERATION 

Caution: Turn down the volume on the sound source (ra- 
dio, CD player, or TV) you plan to use before plugging in 
the headphones. 

Insert the plug into the EARPHONE or similarly marked 
output jack on your sound source. Then adjust the head- 
band for the best fit. 


USING THE IN-LINE VOLUME 
CONTROL 

The in-line volume control lets you adjust the listening 
level without touching the volume control of the sound 
source. Set the volume control of the sound source to a 
comfortable level. Then as desired, slide the head- 
phones’ in-line volume control to reduce the headphones 
volume level. 



FOLDING THE HEADPHONES 

Your headphones fold for storage. Follow these steps to 
fold them. 



1. Hold the headphones with the Optimus logo on the 
right earpiece facing you. 

2. Rotate the right earpiece 90° counterclockwise. 
Rotate the left earpiece 90° clockwise. 

3. Bring the left and right sides of the headband 
together for the smallest storage size.

Your local RadioShack store has many adapters, split- 
ters, replacement ear pads, and cable extensions to en- 
hance the use of your headphones.
